j sider  the  divorce  and  marriage  ques- 
I tion  in  an  open  forum  discussion. 
The  negative  teams  of  all  schools 
traveled  to  meet  the  affirmative  teams  ' 
in  their  home  schools.  The  A.  C. 
women  went  to  University  of  Utah, 
U.  of  U.  came  to  Provo  and  the  “Y” 
girls  went  to  Logan.  They  were: 
Margaret  Swenson,  Rachel  Holbrook, 
and  Esther  Eggertsen,  who  . was 
captain  of  the  negative  team. 

Eva  Wilson,  Jewel  Linebaugh  and 
Ethel  Lowry,  representing  Young 
; University  affirmative,  met  the  neg- 
ative team  of  the  U.  of  U.,  composed 
of  Nola  Hansen,  Neva  Clark  and 
Susie  Clark  in  College  Hall  last 
1 evening.  Both  teams  displayed  evi- 
dences of  extensive  study  in  the 
question  which  was,.  “Resolved,  that 
the  United  States  should  enact  a uni- 
form system  of  marriage  and  divorce 
laws.”  Mrs.  Maude  Beely  Jacob  was 
chairwoman  of  the  debate, 
j The  affirmative  energies  were  cen- 
tered on  presenting  evidence  to 
show  that  conditions  resulting  from 
marriage  and  divorce  today  are  un- 
desirable and  that  these  conditions 
are  due  to  the  laxity  of  the  divorce 
and  marriage  laws  of  the  state. 

The  negative  readily  agreed  that 
present  conditions  are  undesirable  but 
held  that  times  were  not  ripe  for  the 
national  government  to  step  in  and 
regulate  the  situation.  They  maintain- 
ed that  the  public  should  be  put 
through  a period  of  education  ip 
which  it  would  be  given  opportunity 
to  know  the  seriousness  of  actual  con- 
ditions before  any  laws  were  attempt- 
ed to  correct  the  conditions.  They 
pointed  out  that  no  law  can  be  suc- 
cessfully enforced  until  it  has  public 
f “sentiment”  behind  it. 

Prom  Will  Provide 
Balance  For  Social 
Program  Of  Season 

Practically  every  dance  given  in 
the  student  body  is  informal  in  style, 
however,  to  balance  the  season’s  social 
program  it  is  necessary  to  give  stu- 
dents opportunity  to  know  the  re- 
quirements of  the  formal  party,  and 
therefore  the  Junior  Prom  is  set 
aside  as  the  only  dance  of  the  year 
which  shall  be  conducted  in  this  style. 

In  a recent  interview  with  President 
F.  S.  Harris,  he  expressed  the  fact- 
that  “Y”  University  developed  the 
“whole”  individual.  “I  believe  in 
having  some  formal  affairs  in  our 
school  to  acquaint  students  with  this 
very  definite  social  proceedure,”  was 
his  reply  when  asked  about  his  at- 
titude toward  the  Junior  Prom  and 
like  affairs.  It  was  further  expressed 
that  the  school  aims  to  develop  poise 
in  all  the  functions  of  social  contact. 

The  Junior  Prom,  the  largest  formal 
affair  of.  the  year,  is  to  be  held  Feb- 
ruary twelfth.  On  this  occasion 
students  will  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  meet  in  a social  contact  that  will 
school  them  in  “society’s  best  be- 
havior.” 

The  motive  for  this  year  is  center- 
ed around  a Colonial  Garden,  and  will 
be  in  keeping,  with  the  semi-centen- 
nial year  as  well  as  seasonable  events. 

The  entire  Junior  class  of  1926  i9 
backing  this  event  and  it  is  their  pur- 
pose to  give  the  finest  in  formal  en- 
tertainment that  can  be  produced. 

The  committees  in  charge  have  ar- 
ranged for  dress  suit  accommodations 
with  the  Schwab  Clothing  Company 
and  Taylor  Brothers  Company.

Entertaining  Program  is  Out- 
lined For  Two  Days  of 
Winter  Sports. 


The  large  trucks  will  begin  leaving 
Friday  noon  to  convey  the  hikers  up 
Provo  Canyon  to  Vivian  Park  for 
the  fourth  annual  Ice  and  Snow  Car- 
nival. Chairman  Nelson  expresses 
himself  as  being  very  satisfied  with 
the  prospects  for  the  success  of  Jhe 
carnival.  Ample  accomodations  have 
been  provided  by  the  various  com- 
mittees; a very  entertaining  program 
of  events  has  been  arranged  and  the 
weather  conditions  a*re  excellent  in 
the  canyon  to  make  the  big  outdoor 
affair  all  that  it  should  be,  according 
to  present  reports. 

Registration  Begins  Today 

Registration  will  begin  at  1 p.  m. 
today,  when  a table  will  be  provided 
in  the  main  hall  of  the  Education 
building  where  students  may  arrange 
for  their  transportation,  meals  and 
cabin.  Registration  for  the  hike  will 
close  Friday  morning.  According  to 
George  Boyack,  who  is  in  charge  of 
the  financing  of  the  affair,  students 
will  be  able  to  register  for  cabins, 
transportation,  dance  and  meals  or  for 
any  combination  of  these  they  so  de- 
sire. Those  who  desire  sleeping 
quarters  will  be  assigned  definite 
cabins  so  that  if  any  one  group  de- 
sres  to  stay  together  it  will  be  nec- 
essary for  them  to  make  proper  ar- 
rangements at  the  time  of  registration. 
The  cost  of  the  entire  trip,  including 
the  dance,  will  not  exceed  $2.50,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Boyack. 

Equipment  Necessary 

In  the  way  of  equipment  it  will  be 
necessary  for  each  individual  to  bring 
his  own  eating  utensils  which  should 
include  knife,  fork,  spoon,  cup  and 
plate.  Also  each  person  must  provide 
his  own  bedding.  Mr.  Nelson  rec- 
ommends three  blankets  or  their 
equivalent  as  sufficient  bedding.  The 
cabins  will  be  provided  with  a bed  and 
mattress.  Also,  the  committee  on 
equipment  urges  that  every  person 
bring  as  many  skjiis  and  snow  shoes 
as  possible.  Toboggans  can  also  be 
used  to  good  advantage  on  the  near- 
by hill  sides. 

In  the  way  of  clothing,  the  students 
should  dress  warm  in  preparation  of 
plenty  of  outdoor  activities  during  the 
two  day*  stay.  Also,  it  will  be  advis- 
able to  take  an  extra  pair  of  dry 
socks  along  and  to  provide  oneself 
with  an  extra  coat  or  sweater.  Special 
care  should  be  taken  to  have  the 
boots  in  good  condition  and  well  oil- 
ed to  keep  out  all  possible  moisture. 

Program  of  Events 

Friday  afternoon  will  be  spent  in 
skiing  and  snow-shoeing  in  the  'dcin- 
ity  of  the  park  until  dark  when  all 
will  assemble  at  the  mess  hall  for  a 
genuine  “he-man”  meal,  according  to 
Elwin  Potter  who  is  in  charge  of  the 
“eats.” 

Following  supper  and  dishwashing 
the  tables  will  be  cleared  away,  and 
the  hikers  will  seat  themselves  on  the 
floor  when  an  excellent  program  will 
be  presented,  under  the  direction  of 
Evan  Madsen,  Camille  Crandall,  Mer- 
rill Overson  and  Louise  Engar  who 
are  assisting  in  the  arrangement  of 
the  program,  so  a very  interesting 
time  is  promised. 

Following  the  program  the  group 
will  go  to  the  dance  where  the  re- 
mainder of  the  evening  will  be  spent 
in  dancing,  playing  games  and  having 
a general  round  of  healthful,  vigorous 
fun.  The  proper  costume  for  the 
evening  will  be  hikers’  clothes  so 
that  the  dance  will  no  doubt  be  one 
of  the  “fun”  parties  of  the  year.  The 
Imperial  Orchestra  will  be  on  hand 
to  furnish  any  music  desired  from 
entrancing  “Let  Me  Call  You  Sweet- 
heart” to  “Old  Zip  Coon.”

It  showed  that  the  general 
tendency  of  the  students  is  to  pro- 
mote health  and  to  check  communi- 
cable disease  which  is  at  present 
rampant  in  the  city.

Question  Of  Freedom 
Of  Youth  Discussed 
. Freely  By  Debaters 

Many  people  thronged  College  Hall 
Thursday  night  to  hear  Stanford  and 
Brigham  Young  Universities  debate 
on  the  subject,  “Resolved,  that  the 
freedom  of  thought  and  action  of  the 
younger  generation  is  detrimental  to 
the  interests  of  society.”  The  debate 
was  open  forum  and  no  decision  was 
given. 

Brigham  Young  University  debat- 
ers, Aasel  Lambert  and  Walter  Clark, 
defended  in  splendid  style  the  younger 
generation.  The  affirmative  side  of 
the  question  was  upheld  by  Mr.  Ted 
Baer  and  Mr.  George  Crocket.  Mr. 
Baer  is  debating  manager  at  Stanford 
University. 

Judge  George  S.  Ballif  acted  as 
chairman.  In  his  opening  remarks 
the  chairman  told  of  the  kindred  spirit 
at  Stanford  and  Brigham  Young. 
For  the  “Y”  he  gave  them  hearty 
welcome  and  expressed  wishes  that 
forensic  activities  between  the  thvo 
schools  be  continued. 

In  upholding  the  affirmative  Mr. 
Crocket  and  Mr.  Baer  of  Stanford, 
said  that  means  of  improvement  of 
present  conditions  lies  in  the  church 
and  home.  At  the  present  time  there 
is  a greater  disregard  for  law  and  an 
increase  in  serious  crime. 

Mr.  Baer  gave  statistics  to  show 
that  the  age  of  criminals  has  decreas- 
ed to  twenty-four  years  or  below.  He 
quoted  R.  W.  Child  as  saying,  “Youth 
is  the  outstanding  contributer  in  our 
increasing  fallacy  and  crime.” 

The  negative  was  upheld  by  Mr. 
Walter  Clark  and  Asael  C.  Lambert 
Mr.  Lambert  stated  that  the  cause 
is  not  due  to  freedom  of  youth  but 
to  our  social  order.  Mr.  Clark  asked 
“How  can  progress  be  made  with- 
out freedom?” 

Judge  George  S.  Ballif  gave  a pass- 
ing judgment  at  the  close.  He  stated 
that  both  those  of  the  older  genera- 
tion and  ihose  of  the  younger  genera- 
tion could  leave  thoroughly  satisfied 
with  the  arguments  given  in  favor  of 
their  opinions.

IS  SCHEDULED  FOR 
LYCEUM  NUMBER 


Noted  Group  of  Brother! 
Comes  to  Young  From  Ex- 
tensive World  Tour. 


The  famous  Cherniavsky  trio  will 
appear  here  in  College  Hall  Tomor- 
row evening  on  the  regular  lyceum 
course,  according  to  Profesor  J.  C. 
Swenson.  The  trio  visited  Provo  on 
one  of  the  courses  several  years  ago 
and  at  that  time  won  the  favor  of 
many  Provo  music  lovers. 

A well  known  New  York  music 
critic,  writing  of  the  Cherniavskys, 
says: 

“They  are  three  young  priests  from 
the  Temple  of  the  Muses,  who  have 
been  projected  into  the  earth  world 
to  bring  comfort  to  the  hearts  of  tens 
of  thousands.  Their  music  brings 
with  it  a message  of  hope  and  joy 
that  will  tend  to  develop  expanding 
ideas  in  those  privileged  to  hear  it. 
One  leaves  the  presence  of  these  art- 
ists and  the  concert  hall  they  play 
in,  but  one  never  entirely  leaves  the 
presence  of  their  haunting  music,  for 
its  essence  seems  to  cling  prmanent- 
ly  to  one  and  makes  for  increased 
happiness  and  optimism.  If  I want- 
ed to  do  a good  turn  to  anyone,  I 
would  recommend  them  to  listen  to 
the  Cheniavskys’  music,  and  that  as 
often  as  possible.” 

There  has  been  such  eceptional  in- 
terest evoked  in  these  much-traveled 
artists  that  it  goes  without  saying 
that  they  will  receive  an  enthusiastic 
reception  on  their  visit  here  when 
they  appear  on  the  evening  of  Thurs- 
day, February  4th  in  College  Hall, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  lyceum 
course.

October  16,  1925,  a new  constitution 
was  adopted  by  the  association  call- 
ing for  an  executive  secretary  and  a 
board  of  directors.  Since  that  time 
active  steps  have  been  taken  to  place 
the  B.  Y.  U.  Alumni  on  a par  with 
similar  organizations  throughout  the 
country.  Mr.  Johnson  recently  spent 
three  weeks  in  the  east  visiting  vari- 
ous alumni  organizations  in  order  to 
be  abreast  of  the  times. 

Alumni  Clubs  have  been  formed 
during  the  past  year  in  various  sec- 
tions of  the  country.  Thirty-two  such 
clubs  are  now  in  effect,  and  are  doing 
much  to  encourage  students  to  attend 
the  “Y”. 

The  associated  alumni  now  has  a 
membership  of  about  22,000.

Intensive  Training  in  Teach- 
ing of  Religion  Proves  Val- 
uable Aid  to  Leaders. 

The  week  which  has  just  closed  was 
especially  characterized,  according  to 
Director  Nelson,  “with  a more  repre- 
sentative attendance  of  church  lead- 
ers than  has  ever  been  found  in  any 
previous  Leadership  Week.”  While 
the  actual  number  enrolled  was  less 
than  previous  years  it  was  noteworthy 
that  of  the  total  number  enrolled  the 
percentage  of  visitors  actually  engag- 
ed in  some  capacity  of  leadership  was 
much  higher  than  other  years.  Also, 
a few  more  stakes  sent  delegates  for 
the  week. 

Five  years  ago  the  initiatory  steps 
of  such  a convention  were  made  and 
it  was  decided  that  for  one  week  of 
the  year  the  facilities  and  advantages 
of  the  entire  plant  should  be  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  those  interested  in 
leadership  problems.  Each  succeed- 
ing year  has  witnessed  an  unfoldment 
and  development  that  has  proven  the 
worthiness  of  such  a plan. 

This  year  the  program  of  the  week 
centered  around  the  problem  of  “The 
Better  Teaching  of  Religion.”  Lec- 
tures and  demonstrations  were  ad- 
vantageously used  to  put  over  a better 
technique  and  power  of  instruction  in 
spiritual  mataters. 

The  general  assemblies  were  ex- 
tremely crowded  and  over-flow 
crowds  were  accommodated  in  the 
larger  rooms  of  the  buildings  where 
three  sets  of  radio  caught  the  daily 
broadcast  back  again  from  station 
KSL.  A splendid  and  cordinated  ad- 
justment was  made  in  every  depart- 
ment of  the  school  to  meet  every 
situation  that  arose. 

The  two  thousand  and  more  lead- 
ers who  returned  to  their  homes  in 
more  than  seventy  stakes,  and  hun- 
dreds of  wards  of  the  church  will 
carry  with  them  the  inspirational 
messages  they  have  received. 

The  committee  feel  that  the  week 
was  a success.  Never  have  the 
speakers  at  the  general  assemblies 
and  in  the  class  rooms  struck  more 
forcibly  at  their  various  subjects  than 
this  year. 

The  inspiration  and  the  revelation 
of  this  short  period  of  study  will 
serve  as  a leaven  that  will  work  in 
all  of  the  various  organizations  of  the 
church. 

One  could  not  attend  without 
having  been  brought  face  to  face  with 
the  necessity  of  the  better  teaching  of 
religion,  or  have  caught  a new  vision 
of  how  that  teaching  may  be  accom- 
plished.

Y.  scored  first  followed  closely  by  a 
counter  by  the  Aggies.  Both  teams 
kept  about  neck  and  neck  until  just 
before  the  half  when  a sudden  spurt 
from  the  Aggie  machine  gave  them 
a 19  to  13  lead  at  the  half. 

In  the  second  half  the  Cougars^ 
came  back  strong  and  closed  the  gap 
to  19-22  for  the  Aggies.  At  this  point 
the  Aggies  ran  wild  and  completely 
lost  the  Cougars.  Hawley,  Nielsen 
and  Worthington  shot  from  any  part 
of  the  hall  with  almost  uncanny  suc- 
cess. The  Cougars  were  unable  to 
stop  the  onslaught  until  the  score  had 
reached  a 36-19  angle.  At  this  point 
Roberts  substituted  the  entire  first 
string  for  a new  bunch  of  fighting 
substitutes.  These  men  set  a pace 
that  has  been  but  rarely  equaled. 
Fresh,  and  with  the  fight  of  Cougars 
these  men  closed  the  gap  on  the 
Farmers  to  the  final  score  49-31. 

Neilsen  was  probably  the  sensation 
of  the  night,  playing  a wonderful 
floor  game  and  passing  and  shooting 
with  ability  most  extraordinary.  Time 
and  again  this  little  Logan  flash  would 
get  away  on  a long  dribble  the  entire 
length  of  the  floor,  several  times  scor- 
ing because  of  his  fleetness.  He  looms 
as  one  of  the  best  floor  men  that  the 
Bee  Hive  State  has  ever  seen,  at  least 
he  is  the  sensation  at  present. 

For  the  Cougars  Swenson,  Dixon, 
and  Howard  played  best,  all  playing 
consistent  ball  and  teaming  at  times 
with  a speed  and  agility  that  was 
really  exceptional.  Their  passing  was 
superior  to  their  opponents  through- 
out the  game  but  the  Farmers  won- 
derful shooting  won  the  day  for  them.

Louis  Untermeyer,  one  of  America’s 
greatest  poets  and  critics,  has  been 
assigned  to  make  his  first  and  only 
Utah  appearance  at  Provo.

Untermeyer  is  the  best  known  antho- 
logist of  American  poetry  in  the  Eng- 
lish speaking  world,  and  is  one  of  the 
few  poets  who  is  able  to  read  his  own 
poetry  so  as  to  thoroughly  charm 
and  entertain  his  audience. 

Mr.  Utermeyer  will  not  only  read 
some  of  the  best  poems  of  contem- 
porary poets.  He  is  personally  ac- 
quainted with  all  living  poets  of  high 
standing  and  is  one  of  the  highest 
salaried  lecturers  in  the  United  States. 

He  is  the  author  of  seven  volumes 
of  poetry.  His  “Anthology  of 
American  Poetry”  is  perhaps  the  most 
used  book  o,n  the  subject  of  poetry 
in  America. 

Mr.  Untermeyer  is  an  artist  with  a 
soul  that  carries  out  to  every  member 
of  his  audience,  according  to  those 
who  have  heard  heard  him.

SATURDAY 

With  a fighting  come  back  in  the 
second  half  of  the  fray  with  the  Utah 
Aggies  in  the  Saturday  night  game 
the  Cougars  overcome  a three  point 
lead  which  the  Aggies  held  at  the 
end  of  the  half  and  trounced  them 
to  the  tune  of  32-35  in  the  “Y”  Gym 
where  every  seat  and  part  of  the  roof 
trusses  were  filled  with  students  and 
spectators.  The  game  was  hard 
fought  and  close  throughout  and  until 
the  final  gun  the  outcome  was  in 
doubt. 

The  win  by  the  Cougars  of  this 
game  placed  them  in  a tie  position 
with  their  opponents  for  the  upper 
position  in  the  Western  Division  of 
the  Rocky  Mountain  Conference  with 
a percentage  of  750,  while  the  Utes 
and  Bobcats  are  tied  for  the  lower 
berth  with  a percentage  of  250. 

Both  teams  did  a great  deal  of  foul- 
ing during  the  game.  The  B.  Y.  U. 
making  sixteen  and  the  Aggies  seven- 
teen. The  Cougars  were  slightly 
superior  in  the  foul  pitching  depart- 
ment totaling  eight  points  against  six 
for  the  Farmers. 

Evidently  the  victory  came  as  a 
great  shock  to  the  students,  as  before 
the  game  and  during  the  first  half 
they  consistently  refused  to  support 
the  yell  master,  but  in  the  second  half 
they  amply  supported  a winning  team 
which  did  not  then  need  the  support 
to  keep  up  their  morale. 

Clever  passing  and  more  effective 
basket  shooting  tells  the  story  of  the 
win  for  Brigham*  Dixon  and  Swen- 
son, the  two  Cougar  forwards  teamed 
well  together  and  succeeded  in  work- 
ing the  ball  down  the  floor  to  ad- 
vantageous shooting  positions  many 
times.  Howard  played  an  excellent 
game  although  he  received  a bad  cut 
above  the  eye  in  the  first  minute  of 
play.  Collins  also  did  consistent 
work.  He  had  succeeded  in  overcom- 
ing his  difficulties  of  the  night  before. 
Romney  out  jumped  and  out  scored 
Worthington  the  Aggie  center.  Haw- 
ley for  the  Aggies  was  high  point 
man  with  a total  of  15  points.  Nielsen 
played  a clever  floor  game,  but  due 
to  dribbling  into  players  was  removed 
from  the  game  via  the  foul  line  in 
the  middle  of  the  second  half.  This 
weakened  the  Aggies  materially.  Red 
Wade  left  the  game  in  the  middle  of 
the  first  half  due  to  injuries.  Sanders 
consistently  blocked  Cougar  passes. 

The  game  opened  with  Dixon 
shooting  in  a long  one  from  center 
during  the  first  few  seconds  of  play. 
Buck  shot  another  and  Romney 
counted  for  a foul,  score  5-0  for  B.  Y. 
A foul  by  Hawley  and  a goal  by 
Worthington  started  the  Aggie  score. 
Swenson  slipped  in  a neat  one,  but 
two  goals  in  succession  by  the  Aggies 
tied  the  score  7-7.  The  score  was  again 
tied  at  11  and  at  13  but  from  then 
the  Aggies  led  for  ’some  time.  End 
of  half  19-16  favor  of  Aggies. 

With  a determination  which  seem- 
ingly could  not  be  downed  the  Cougars 
entered  the  game  in  the  second  half. 
Swenson  tallied  and  was  soon  follow- 
ed by  a goal  by  Hawley  and  a foul 
each  by  Collins  and  Hawley.  At  this 
point  Nielsen  was  removed  on  fouls 
and  Williams  took  his  place.  Collins 
put  in  two  foul  pitches,  a neat  long 
field  goal  by  Sanders  and  a foul  and 
a basket  by  Buck  tied  the  score  at 
24.  Swenson  slipped  in  another  giv- 
ing Brigham  Young  the  lead,  and 
from  here  on  they  were  never  over- 
taken. Romney  threw  in  an  over- 
handed field  goal,  Bob  followed  with 
another  field  goal.  Swenson  also  got 
a goal.  Scort  34-25  for  B.  Y.  Here 
the  Aggies  called  time  out  and  after 
the  score  was  soon  run  to  36-32.  Dur- 
ing this  period  Collins  and  Romney 
were  removed  for  personal  fouls.

Three  weeks  ago,  the  Utah  Agricultural 
College  issued  its  call  for  track  men.

What  is  Brigham  Young  University 
doing  to  prepare  for  this  branch  of  Spring 
athletics?  Nothing.  Why? 

In  a lecture  at  one  of  our  devotional 
periods  not  many  weeks  ago,  Coach  Roberts, 
on  the  black  board,  pointed  out  the  excellent 
program  of  intra  mural  athletics  his  depart- 
ment was  attempting  to  foster.  “On  black 
board”  is  was  a very  excellent  scheme. 
Through  club  and  class  basketball  sesies  every 
man  in  school  would  be  given  opportunity  to 
engage  in  that  healthful  sport.  In  practise, 
what  has  happened?  Before  the  holidays,  an 
attempt  was  made  to  run  off  a class  series 
by  playing  games  at  noon  each  day.  The  re- 
sult was  most  wonderful  and  helpful  to  class 
spirit.  One  day  there  were  almost  two  dozen 
students  on  hand  to  witness  the  games.  So 
far  nothing  has  been  done  to  hold  a club 
basketball  series,  and  probably  nothing  will  be 
done.  Why?  A few  nights  out  of  each  week 
fifteen  girls  go  up  to  the  men’s  gym  at  8 :30 
o’clock  in  the  evening,  attired  in  their  basket- 
ball costumes,  to  see  if  there  will  be  any  pos- 
sible chance  for  them  to  play  for  a short  time 
after  the  basketball  fellows  are  through.  These 
girls  are  striving  to  do  pioneer  work'  in  the 
way  of  introducing  women’s  basketball  into 
Young  University.  They  are  having  a mighty 
hard  time  finding  one  of  the  first  requisites  of 
such  an  activity — a place  to  play.  Why? 

We  have  a gt*oup  of  students  in  the  stu- 
dent body  who  came  here  to  receive  training 
in  physical  education.  The  only  time  they  can 
get  this  training  is,  contrary  to  all  rules  of 
health,  to  rush  over  to  the  gym  at  8:30  o’clock 
each  morning  immediately  after  eating  a sub- 
stantial breakfast,  and  go  through  a set  of 
strenuous  exercises.  One  class  member  was 
put  on  the  sick  list  for  a week  as  result  of  such

a foolish  practice.  But  this  is  the  only 
time  at  which  the  department  could  give  him 
this  training  or  more  accurately,  this  punish- 
ment. Why? 

There  are  five  hundred  men  who  would 
like  to  “mix”  with  their  fellow  students  and 
enjoy  the  comradship  that  comes  through 
friendly  physcal  competition.  For  this  mass 
of  fellows  who  do  not  wish  to  specialize  in 
physcal  education,  only  three  extremely  over- 
crowded classes  can  be  offered.  Why? 

For  this  half  of  the  student  body,  little 
else  besides  some  marching  and  a few  setting- 
up exercises  can  be  given  to  them.  Why? 

The  above  conditions  are  merely  a few 
examples  of  very  meager  glimpses  into  one 
of  the  most  important  problems  which  will  be 
coming  before  the  Brigham  Young  University 
within  the  next  few  years.  Fellow  students, 
it  will  be  a problem  that  you  will  have  to  helo 
solve.  It  can  be  solved  only  by  your  concen- 
trated influence  and  hearty  support. 

It  is  a mighty  big  ball  to  start  rolling  but 
the  sooner  it  is  started  the  sooner  it  will  be 
up  to  speed.  Are  YOU  ready  to  begin  boost- 
ing for  one  of  the  most  needed  buildings  on 
the  “Y”  campus?

Recent  Appointment 

Profesor  Eastmond  has  been  ap- 
pointed chairman  of  the  Intermoun- 
tain States  Committee  of  the  National 
Federated  Council  of  Art  Education.
